to the nozzle chambers, each thermal bend actuator having an arm comprising a 
plurality of separate spaced apart elongate thermal actuator units, thermal actuator units 
being configured to thermally expand upon heating thereby bending the associated arm 
so as to cause ink ejection from the nozzles" in combination with the remaining claim 
elements set forth in claim 1 and its dependent claims.
